was born in Texas in 1861, came to|

was the anniversary of her arrival. 
Her great objection to saloons and 
drinking in general led her to join 
the Salvation Army when she was 
34, to allow her reforming proclivi- 
ties full sway.

AUTO TAX STAMPS 
ON SALE SOON 


New Federal Use Tax Stamps, 
which must be purchased by all 
motorists prior to July 1, 1942, 
will be placed on sale at local 
post offices during the month of 
June, reports the National Auto- 
mobile Club. Each stamp will cost 
$5.00 and will cover the period 
from July 1, 1942 to June 39, 
1943, inclusive. Any automobile 
or truck operated on the streets 
and highways, must have a Use 
Tax Stamp affixed in a promin- 
ent place. 

Early this year every motorist 
was obligated to purchase his 
first Use Tax Stamp for $2.09, 
covering the period from Febru- 


ary 1, 1942 to June 30, 1942, in- 
elusive. Stamps of appropriate 
denominations have been provided 
to prove payment of the tax on 


cars and trucks first put into ser- 
yiee during the months subse- 
guent to February of this year. 

Stamps are provided by the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue and are 
gummed to permit the purchaser 
to affix them permanently to his 
car. They may be placed on the 
windshield, back or side window, ; 
or on the back of the rear view 
mirror, so they may be readily 
seen, Some motorists have placed 
them on the instrument panel, in- 
side the glove compartment, or 
elsewhere so that, if necessary, 
they might be displayed. 

Stamps will be on counter sale 
for cash only at all post offices

MENLO PARK RECORDER

The recent razing of the home of 
Robert W. Goelet at the southeast 
corner of Fifth avenue and Forty- 
eighth street, caused Albert Stevens 
Crockett to recall the many changes 
that have come to Fifth avenue 
since he arrived in New York, fresh 
from Maryland, shortly after the 
turn of the century. Then, instead 
of a highway of high apartment 
houses, Fifth avenue was a street of 
mansions all the way from Twenty- 
third street up to Fifty-ninth with the 
Vanderbilt chateau, known to thou- 
sands of tourists, at Fifty-eighth 
street, the Vanderbilt twin houses a 
little farther down and many other 
stately homes. Now, the only Fifth 
avenue residence between Twenty- 
third and Fifty-ninth street, that is a 
link with today and 40 years ago, is 
the home of the late Helen Gould 
(Mrs. Finley J. Shepard) at Forty- 
seventh street.

Tombs prison, abandoned by the 
city in August, is about to be turned 
into a ‘‘college’’ for training mem- 
bers of the fire department. The 
old cells, which have housed some 
of the country’s most notorious 
criminals, will be torn out and the 
steel used for war munitions. Thus 
the end of a prison that in the course 
of years has become almost as well 
known as Sing Sing. Yet the Tombs 
was not entitled to its name except 
perhaps by inheritance. The prison 
is 44 years old. Its predecessor 
went back to 1835 when work on it 
was begun. Earlier that yea:, John 
L. Stevens of Hoboken came back 
from Egypt and published a book 
about his travels. On its cover was 
the picture of an Egyptian tomb. 
When the matter of the architecture 
of the new prison came up, some- 
one suggested the Stevens’ book cov- 
er and the suggestion was adopted 
Hence the name. 

* * * 


The old prison was the scene of 
the city’s important hangings which 
were many. The executions were 
sources of revenue to owners and 
occupants of buildings which looked 
down into the courtyard where the 
scaffold was erected. Windows with 
a good view, commanded as much 
as $5 a person. On the afternoon 
of November 3, 1926, the days of 
the hangings were recalled since 
once again windows overlooking the 
courtyard were jammed with spec- 
tators. Three desperate prisoners | 
made an attempt to escape and a 
battle with keepers and the police 
resulted. The prison warden and a 
keeper were killed. The despera- 
does, finding their way to freedom 
blocked, shot themselves one by 
one, the last, red-headed Mike Mc- 
Kenna, placing his revolver to his 
head just as a detective was closing 
in on him. 


* *¢ & 


The detective, John Broderick, 
now on duty in the brightlight sec- } 
tor of Broadway, had made his way 
into the prison yard determined to 
shoot it out with the two criminals 
still alive. When McKenna killed 
himself, the battle was over, but to 
make sure, Broderick toured the 
yard. As he did so, a head appeared 
from a trench. Broderick fired and 
the head disappeared. Then a shov- 
el was waved in the air and a voice 
cried, ‘Don’t shoot me. My name 
is Thomas Kelly and I’m an elec- 
trician.”’ Kelly had been digging a 
trench when the fight started and 
had been there until the end. One 
bullet had cut off a shoe lace. He 
probably owed his life to the fact 
that all during the siege, he played 
dead.

The site of the Tombs was once 
a large body of fresh water known 
as Collect pond, very popular with 
skaters in the winter. William IV 
of England once almost drowned in 
it. That was when he was the duke 
of Clarence and visited New York 
as a young naval officer. The ice 
gave way under him and the duke 
went into the cold water. He was 
fished out by Gulian C. Verplanck, 
a prominent citizen. In the winter 
of 1808, there was much unemploy- 
ment. A body of men marched 
on City hall and demanded jobs. The 
matter of filling Collect pond had 
been under discussion for three 
years. Influenced by the petition in 
boots, the council made an appro- 
priation and the unemployed went 
to work.

Goal 2,000,000 


Will Be Biggest in World; 
Million to Be Trained 
By End of Year. 


WASHINGTON.—A _ 2,000,000-man 
air force—the world’s largest—has 
been announced as the army’s even- 
tual objective, with half that num- 
ber to be mustered before the end 
of the year. 

This tremendous program, aimed 
at giving the United States crushing 
air superiority over all its enemies, 
was-disclosed by Henry L. Stimson, 
secretary of war, who, before Pearl 
Harbor, had set a goal of 400,000 
men in the air force by next June 30. 

It compares with a reported 
strength of 1,000,000 to 1,250,000 in 
the Nazi Luftwaffe and of about 
1,000,000 in the British Royal Air 
Force. It is, too, moge men than 
the army had in all branches at the 
outbreak of the war. 

As a part of the expansion plan, 
a number of cadets at the military 
academy at West Point will be 
graduated as pilots and thus save 
a year for air training, now required , 
after graduation. The announce- 
ment was authorized by General 
George C. Marshal, chief of staff. 
He said flying instruction at the 
academy would be added at once. 


Navy Has Program. 

Mr. Stimson did not break down 
the over-all 2,000,000 figure into 
categories of pilots, mechanics and 
others. It is known, however, that 
the original goal of a 400,000-man | 
force called for training of 30,000 
pilots a year. Presumably, this 
training program will eventually be 
quintupled. 

In addition to the army’s plans, 
the navy is preparing an immense 
air arm. Frank Knox, secretary of 
the navy, announced a program for 
training 30,000 naval air cadets each 
year. 

The 2,000,000-man air force was 
closely tied in with plans for produc- 
ing 185,000 warplanes this year and 
next. It would work out to a ratio 
of 10 or 11 men for each plane. With 
the need for navigators, bombar- 
diers and ground crews, as well as 
pilots, such a proportion has long 
been considered about right. 

A million “men for the 60,000 
planes that are scheduled for pro- 
duction this year would give a ratio 
much higher than that and permit 
thorough training for a considerable 
number of men while their fighting 
planes are under construction. 


Whence They Will Come. 


The men are to come, it was as- 
sumed, from volunteers and drafted 
men. An important source of men 
lies in the graduates of the civil 
aeronautics commission’s training 
courses. They have turned out 
75,000 civilian pilots, atl pledged to 
make themselves available to the 
army and navy when and if needed. 


Elementary, basic and advanced 
flying training will be given at Stew- 
art Field to all West Point cadets 
who desire pilot training and can 
rass the required physical examina- 
tion. Cadets receiving flying in- 
struction wili receive the same 
academic instruction as others, but 
the flying training will replace cer- 
tain parts of existing tactical 
studies. 

The initial group to begin flying 
training will be members of the 
class of 1942, graduating this year. 
They will complete elementary in- 
struction before graduation on June 
10, and on July 5 will commence | 
basic training. By November 10 they 
may receive their wings. 


Qualified members of the 1943 | 
class, however, will complete the | 
entire schedule of training during | 


their final year at the academy and 
on graduation in June, 1943, will be 
commissioned as full-fledged air 
corps officers.

So Gives Store to Clerk

Stevens, for 20 years owner of a 
drug store, made an outright gift of 
his business to a 34-year-old clerk 
who had worked under him since 
1924. Francis C. Madole, the new 
owner, now is the employer of his 
former boss. 
The 82-year-old Stevens remarked: 
“I’m getting too old to wait on 
trade. All that I wish to take care 
of are the prescriptions. I hope he 
(Madole) won’t be too hard a boss.”

SEEKONK, MASS.—During his 85 
years farmer Bob Woodward has 
drawn a pay envelope only once. 

That was in 1929 when he served 
on a jury—from which he ultimate- 
ly was excused so that he and his 
wife could celebrate their golden 
wedding anniversary. 

As a lad of 15, Farmer Woodward 
earned his first pay ‘‘geeing’’ and 
“hawing’’ a yoke of oxen over a 
milk route. 

During later years, Woodward 
lived in a 200-year-old house on his 
68-acre farm, selling cattle, tilling 
his crops and auctioneering.
